Bill Thirteen has obtained a credential from the provincial leg- 
islature. 

Having discovered from a number of previous discussions of the 
‘‘Hoodoo Bill’’ that it was decidedly difficult to carry by direct 
assault, the house Monday took the advice of a practical military 
observer of times past and ‘‘went round the darn thing.”’ 

That is to say, the measure which was drafted by the federal 
government and aims at the abolition of all private employment 
agencies in the province, was amended by Premier Stewart, who 
sponsored the act on behalf of Ottawa, so that the government may 
take partial advantage of its powers at a date earlier than the time 
to be determined when the act shall become generally effective. 

Further amendments provide that the date when the act shall be 
declared in operation will be advertised in the Alberta Gazette three 
months in advance of such an occasion, and also that the act will be 
perfeetly clear so that newspapers and such mediums of exchange 
will not be restricted by the enforcement of its provisions, as was 
feared when the bill was first introduced. 

With these several amendments in a decidedly brief bill the 
house agreed to its passage out of committee of the whole without 
more opposition.

Commissioners’ Report 

When the council took up the mat- 
ter the commissioners submitted a 
report showing the comparative stand- 
ing of the men in the street railway 
| Service, as at present and as they 
would be if the pre-strike and pre- 
war basis were to be adopted. The 
report was accompanied by a tran- 
seript of all the council proceedings 
of the strike period. 

Ald. Kinney said that he understood 
the Intention was to ascertain if the 
semority were adjusted, as if there 
had been no strike or no war, whether 
any of the employees would be seri- 
ously affected. 

The mayor said that when the com- 
missioners went to get particulars they 
found the records had been kept on 
slips of paper in a very casual man- 
ner.

In the main these amendments dealt 
with the formation of the hospital 
boards, the minister explaining how 
the new provisions would work out. 

It was agreed that no hospital 
scheme should be adopted unless it 
be approved by a vote of two-thirds 
of the ratepayers of the municipalities 
within a hospital distriot, It wis also 
agreed thai the minister of health 
would have definite powers to etep in 
and carry on operatione in any hospi- 
ia] where operations were not being 
maintained in a high state of effic- 
jency as required by the act, In the 
event of the department haying to as- 
sume control of any municipal hogpi- 
tal under failure of the local hospital 
board to maintain the service in a sat- 
isfactory manner. the municipality 
would be required to furnisi euch 
fends for the special supervision and 
control as the minister might deter- 
mine. The proviso goes on to explain 
that where an official administrator 
is appointed, in such cases the minis- 
ter may at any time order a new hos- 
pital board formed at the next muniel- 
pal election and the election of a new 
board would be a notice of dismissal 
to the administrator. 


Wants Large Districts Formed 


In reeponse to queries the minister 
again stated his desire to see large 
districts formed so that adequate hos- 

itals could be provided, with the sub- 
ospitale to take care of the minor 
fleld work. He was opposed to the 
fixing of a maxmum rate of assess- 
ment as was provided in the old hos- 
pitals act, where the maximum waé6 
set at three mills on the dollar on 
urban property, and 3 cents on the 
acre for farm lands. Such rates simply 
could not be equitably adjusted and 
furthermore the loca! districts should 
determine what they should provide 
jby each annual assessment. Every 
other municipal council fixed its bwn 
rate of taxation and why should not 
the hospital board. In reply to Mrs. 
McKinney, the minister admitted that 
jthe aid of the act might nat be so 
|rewdily invoked by the niuniecipaiilices 
jif the legislature did not resrict the 
| tax levy rate, but he was firmly of ‘he 
}opinion that the best results would be 
| obtained by leaving the question in the 
|}hands of the hospital boords,

A number of amendments made to 
the act to allow debenture issues for 
the payment of Influenza debts, were | 
brought in by Hon. Mr, MacKay and | 
endorsed by the house. These amend- ; 
ments were mainly for the 
strengthening the measure 
of operation. 

The first amendment provides for 
the adjustment of disputes between 
municipalities as to division of debts 
arising out of the epidemic, this ad- 
justment to be made by a special 
commissioner appointed hy the min- 
ister of health upon application from 
| the municipalities for the intervention 
| of the minister. The powers of such 
a commissioner shall be as follows: 
| More Amendments 
| “Such commissioner shall assume 
|as the basis of his decision that every | 
municipality was bound to care for 
| and to provide hospital accommoda- 
tion, medical attendance, nursing, 
medicine, maintenance, or other neces- 
sary aid, to those of its residents who 
were ill with the said Influenza, and 
in case any other municipality sup- 
| Buled any such, the latter municipality | 
shall be entitled to be paid for so 
!doing by the municipality, of which 
| the patient so treated was a resident. 
|The decision of the commissioner as 
to whether any amount is so owing by 
one municipality to another, and, if so, 
how much, shall be final and, there 
shall be no appeal against such de- | 
cision, and the correctness of the said | 
decision shall not be questioned in 
any court of law.” 

Another amendment provides that: 

“A copy of this act, immediately 
after the same becomes law, shall be 
forwarded by the minister to the sec- 
retary-treasurer of every municipality, 
and unless the minister extends the 
time in which any application may be 
made to him under the next preceding 
section, fuch application must be | 
made by the municipality not later 
than the first day of July, 1919. Un-| 
less such application is so made it 
shall be conclusively deemed,, with | 
reference to any municipality, that the | 
amount of any account owing it by 
any other municipality, has been 
agreed upon as between the munici- 
palities or that the claim has been 
abandoned or Satisfactorily settled, 
and no action shail lie at law with 
respect thereto, except for the amount 
of any such account so agreed upon 
between the municipalities.”

“In case there is not a sufficient 
sum of money deposited to the eredit 
of the said district fund, the minister 
may make payment under this act out

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The League on Trial. 


Korea has declared its indepen- 
dence of Japan. The League of 
Nations is to have an early try out. 
If Japan can be induced to aban- 
don its expansionist program in 
Asia, and leave the future of that 
continent to the self-determination 
of its peoples, the prospects of the 
League will be considerably brigh- 
tened. If that cannot be done the 
fact may better be found out now 
than later on that the League is 
in-operative. 


Department Excuses Itself. 


The riot in the Canadian eamp 
at Kingmel is a most regrettable 
affair. Unfortunately statements of 
returned men indicate that the 
outbreak was not at all mnexpect- 
ed, in fact was rather to be looked 
for from eonditions prevailing in 
the camp. 

Our overseas military depart- 
men has cabled an elaborate ex- 
planation of the affair, which has 
been published. The department 
takes considerable crefit to itself 
for the ‘‘splendid reeord’’ which 
has been made in “dispatching 
troops to Canada,”’ pays tribute to 
the discipline maintained by Cana- 
dian troops in England and 
Franee, but conspicuously ignores 
what dispatches from the scene 
declare to have been the root cause 
of the whole trouble—namely a 
breach of faith on the part of the 
military department, which pro- 
mised that the sick and wounded 
men should be returned first, but 
did not keep the promise. 

This report from the overseas 
minister on the eontrary, while 
ignoring this charge against him- 
self, is strong in stating that 
severe punishment is to be dealt 
out to the men involved in the riot. 
Disorder is not to be condoned, 
but from the information available 
it seems that the punishment to be 
imposed upon the men shonld like- 
wise be imposed upon the Minister 
and his headquarters staff. 


Getting In Plenty. res 


Negotiations for the purchase of 
the Grand Trunk and Grand 
Trunk Pacifie not having proceed- 
ed to the satisfaction of the gov- 
ernment, and the company being 
unable to carry on without help, 
the Government has refused to ex- 
tend help and employed the War 
Measures Act in order to appoint 
a receiver to take control of the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie enterprise. 

The fact that the Minister of 
Railways has been appointed re- 
ceiver strengthens the assumption 
to be drawn from the circum- 
stances that the intention is to take 
over the road permanently, mak- 
ing such settlement of the claims 
of the shareholders and bond-hold- 
ers as the Government may see fit. 

For practical purposes the 
Canadian National railway system 
now includes all the large railway 
systems in Canada except the C, 
P, R, and the Grand Trunk. As the 
Canadian Northern Railway re- 
presents an indebtedness of some 
five hundred millions, and the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie has obliga- 
tions amounting to $200,000,000, 
and as both of them are taken over 
because the companies could not 
make them pay, the immensity of 
the undertaking the country has 
assumed is evident, 

It would appear from the eir- 
cumstances that the only hope of 
low freight rates in Canada here 
after is that the C.P_R. will eon- 
tinue to manage its affairs in the 
highly efficient manner which it 
has in days gone by, and will thus 
be able to earn dividends large 
enough to discredit further boosts 
in railway rates as a means of 
enabling the Government railways 
earning enough to meet the outlay. 


Beating the Farmer. 

Seeing that other people seem 
to think they are entitled, as a re- 
sult of the war, to a continuance 
of war wages and to the shorten- 
ing of the working day to sx 
hours, how would it be if the 
farmer also declared for a six-hour 
day and for the continuance of 
war prices for wheat, beef, bacon, 
eggs, butter and other farm pro- 
ducts? 

He is as much entitled as anyone 
else to cut his day’s work in half, 
and to demand war pay. Of course, 
if he did this people would go hun- 
gry, and the hardships 
would be multiplied for the non- 
farming classes, 

But, that being the case, isn’t 
the demand for short hours and 
high pay for other classes based 
on the assumption that the farmer 
will continue to work longer hours 


for less pay? Is it not, in substance, | 


a scheme to get ahead of the 
farmer, by establishing for others 
privileges which he cannot enjoy? 

If the farmer cannot idle half 
the day without imposing hard- 
ships upon others, no one else can 
do so. A rule that will not work 
all round cannot be fair.

W. P. Hinton, general manager 
is In charge of the management and 
| has agreed to conform to the require- 
|ments of the order under which Dr. 
Reid was appoimed. All other offi- 
cers of the system are required to fa- 
cilitate the carrying out of the powers 
and duties of the reeeiver. Penalties 
are provided for obstruction by offi- 
|cers of the system ag follows: 

Chief officers, $10,000 for each of- 
fence; a manager, $5,000; secretary or 
treasurer $2,500; clerk or other em- 
| ployee, $1,000, 

Provision is made under the order 
that nothing done under its provisions 
“shall render the government of Can- 
ada or the government recetver, or 
lany one acting under the authority of 
| the government receiver, or of the ex- 
chequer court, liable to the Grand 
{Trunk Railway company of Canada, 
or to any creditor or holder of any 
bonds, etc., for any claim by reason of 
the making of this order, or of any- 
thing done or to be done under the 
authority hereof, or under the author- 
ity of the government receiver, or of 
the exchequer court, nor shall afford 
any defence to, nor shall prejudice 
any action of, the government of Can- 
ada which the government might law- 
fully make or take, had this order not 
been made.” 

All officers except the board of dl- 
rectors of the company, are to con- 
tinue their present duties. 

There ts provision also that nothing |

| Records Left Behind by German 


Government Reveal Nefarious 
ystem of Enemy 


10—(By Associated 
s)——-Fvidence of an organized sys- 
for the destruction of shops and 
ifacturing plants u Relgium and 
Northern France by the Germans, has 
been uncovered by the Brussels police 
in documents left behind among the 
records of the German government 
during the occupation of Brussels. 

On their face, the documents seem | 
to establish “that destruction com- | 
panies" were founded ty and operat- 
ed under the auspices of the govern- 
ment of occupation They were five 
in number, | 

Immediately upon the evacuation of | 
Northern France and Relgium a com- 
plete inventory of all the material and 
machinery of the large plants was 
taken by a special organization. Full 
records were made, a cory of which 
was supplied to the various companies 
under German officials in Brussels, 

Under the system, the destruction 
companies had to apply to the special 
organization for permission to com 
mence work on any plant, the organ- 
ization retaining 5 per cent. commis- 
sion on the gross value, as well as 22 
marks, 50 pfennings, for the portion 
destroyed, and 15 pfennings for each 
metre of destroyed material. This was 
done in order to reimburse itself for 
the labor supplied to the destruction 
companies, consisting of prisoners of | 
war. | 


AGREES TO SINK 
GERMAN. SHIPS 


Paris, Mar. 10—-(Associated Press) 
—A change in the attitude of the Brit- 
ish government regarding the plan to 
sink German warships has been noted 
since the return of Premier Lloyd 
George to Paris, It now appears prob 
able that Instead of the German craft 
being sunk, Great Britain will be wil- 
ling to permit France and Italy to
